UG THINGS SEEN 
BY LLOYD GEORGE 


As Result of Spa Confer- 
ence — Regrets Absence 
of Americans—Impress- 


Spa, Belgium, July 17.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—The conference 
here between the allied chiefs and 
the -representatives of Germany is 
the beginning of big § things, 
Premier Lloyd-George of Great 
Britain, declared today in sum- 
ming up the result of the last fort- 
night’s sharp fencing with the 
Germans. 

“We will do our best to carry 
out the agreements entered into 
here,” Dr. Walton Simons, the 
German foreign minister, said. 

Mr. Lloyd-George was greatly 
impressed by the leaders of the 
German delegation, and indicated 
that he had a high opinion of both 
Konstantin Fehrenbach, the Ger- 
man chancellor, and Dr. ‘Simons. 
The British prime minister ex- 
pressed the belief that they un- 
doubtedly regard the Versailles 
treaty as very harsh, and that they 
are not sure they can carry it out, 
but are honestly determined to do 
the best they can. 

Americans Wanted. 

Mr, Liloyd-George said it would 
have been an immense advantage 
if Americans had participated in 
the conference, because, he added, 
they would have brought to it a 
viewpoint free from European 
rivalrieé.’ : 

Premier -Lieyd-George said he 
hoped they would soon come to 
these conferences. 

“Might not the European states- 


j}men find the Americans embarrass- 
ing if they took an active part in 


the settlement of aj} questions?”

GOUGING CHARGED 
TO COAL CONCERNS 


35 Companies and Their 
Officers Named in-U. §. 
Are Alleged | 


Charleston, W. Va., July 17. 
chief officers, all of southern West 
Virginia, were named in warrants 
issued today in connection with the 
coal price investigation conducted 
curing the past two weeks by gov- 
ernment authorities. The warrants 
were placed in the hands of the 
United States marshal, who will 
execute them early next week. 

The warrants charge that the ée- 
fendants “did unlawfully make an 
unjust and unreasonable charge in 
handling and dealing in a neces- 
sary, to-wit: coal.”” Commenting on 
the action taken by the federal 
authorities, United States Attorney 
Kenna said: “Tie warrants which 
have been obtained today for viola- 
tion of the Lever act in the sale of 
coal in this district were taken 
under direct instructions of the dé- 
partment of justice.” 

A. E. Hayes, chief special agent of 
the department of justice in the 
southern district of Virginia, con- 
ducted the investigation of the sales 
agencies and records of the oper- 
ators. The federal authorities did 
not make public the coal prices 
charged by the companies and 
which are alleged to have violated 
the Lever law. 

United States District Attorney 
Lon H. Kelly, who assisted Agent 
Hayes in the invest{gation, a@- 
notinced today that representatives 
of the operators had requested him 
to fix the price at which coal might 
be sold without violating the act. 
The attorney added he’ had. in- 
formed the operators thatthe ques- 
tion was a matter to be decided by 
the companies themselves.

BECALMED AT SEA 


Shamrock, Left Far Be- 
hind Early in Race, Cut 
Down Lead, But Was 
Poor Runner Up When 
Race Was Called Off. 


Sandy Hook, N. J., July 17.—After 
having left Shamrock IV, chal- 
| lenger for the American cup, about 

two miles behind in today’s inter- 
national yacht race, the American 
defender, Resolute, failed becaus2 
of light winds, to finish within the 
six hour time limit, and the race 
.was called off by the regatta coin- 
mittee after about twenty miles 
had been covered. 

At 7:15 the Resolute was lazily 
reaching along about half a mile 
from the second mark on the run 
home. Although all chante of fin- 
ishing the race before the 
limit expired apparently 
passed, no effort was made to call 
the race off. 

* With the breeze not more than 
two or three knots in strength, it 
‘was beyond the range of possibility 
that the American ‘oat could cover 
nine miles in half an hour. 

Half Hour Behind. 

The Shamrock was still slowly 
beating to weather through the soft 
spots on her way to the second 
mark. In time she was probably 
half an hour behind the Herieshoff 
sloop. 

Resolute rounded the second 
mark at 7:01:06, unofficial time, and 
it seemed virtually impossible for 
her to cross the finish line within 
the time limit. 

At 7 o'clock, with the two yachts 
virtually drtfting toward the sec- 
ond mark, ft seemed so impossible:

Shamrock, feft five 
neat the first mark, 
cut down hers rival's lead on the 
second leg, but at the second mark 
it seemed almost impossible for her 
to catch the Yankee sloop and fin- 
ish within the time. 

Resolute ‘crossed the starting 
line ahead of Shamrock IV. today 
in the second international cup 
race. The starting signal was 
blown at 1:45 ps mm. 


The official arting time was 
1:46:28 for Resolute and 1:46:37 for 
Shamrock. 

An earlier start had been held 
up by absence of wind, 

At 5:15, with shamrock five miles 
astern after turning the first mark, 
the contest resolved itself inte a 
race of Resolute against the time 
limit, with two hours and a half 
in which to finish approximately 
fifteen miles. 

On the reach to the second mark, 
Resolute skipped along very fast in 
the light air and left a foamy wake 
for the Shamrock to follow. 

At 5:25 the defender was about 
five miles from the second mark, 
and there was reason to believe that 
she would conclude the race be- 
fore the time limit expired. 

Moving to the westward, the 
Resolute carried a nice breeze and 
there was another of foam under 
her bow. 

Resolute Has Trouble. 


Resolute tacked to port at 5:42, 
but appeared to have little way 
upon her. The sea was smooth 
and oily and Resolute was having 
her troubles in the variable airs 
trying to beat the time limit. 

Shamrock’s efforts to turn the 
first mark were pitiful. Resolute 
had picked up the new breeze and 
had made the turn easily, but 
Shamrock was not favored by such 
a shift. 

Five times Burton shot for the 
mark, only to have his boat headed 
by a shifting in the breeze or its 
falling flat. The green boat seem- 
ed lifeless, her jib topsail was not 
filled, while she sailed for half 
an hour without a working jib. 

Once around the mark the Sham- 
rock also did better and began to 
move faster, but she was too far 
astern to be considered a serious 
contender ik this particular race. 


Breese Increases. 


The breeze had increased to six 
knots.

OUR SILENT MAJORITY. 


Federal census returns show that 
Atlanta contains 57,685 male in- 
habitants old enough to vote. 

The city registration list shows 
that only 16,185 of these men 
have registerei and are qualified 
to participate in a city, county 
or state election. 

In other words, Atlanta is shown 
by statistics and the records to 
be a city of minority government, 
although professing to be a city of 
democratic government. — 

The total population of the city 
is 200,616; «but only 16,185—per- 
haps a few more than that num- 


will have any voice in saying who 
shall be the next mayor, who shall 
make or administer the laws gov- 
erning the conduct, and bearing 
upon the welfare, of the 200,616, 
during the next two years. 

That is to say, in Atlante, only 

one citizen out of more 4nan thir- 
teen exercises a vo'te and a vote 
in the city’s.goVernment. : 
.Tpus Atlanta government is a 
democratic government only in 
theory; for the cardinal principle 
of democracy is majority rule. 
‘ Itis a government of the many 
by the few; of the majority by a 
minority—in which only one citizen 
of about thirteen, and fewer than 
one-third of the male inhabitants 
of voting age, exercises his consti- 
tutional right of suffrage. 

Of course, the first of these com- 
parisons will vary, in favor of 
democratic government, in ratio 
with the extent to which the wom- 
en of Atlanta take advantage of 


them to vote in the elections of 
but that cannot alter 


of Atlanta’s male inhabitants of 
voting age-—who are not register- 
ed and who have not qualified 
themselves as electors—are gross- 
ly derelict in their duty as citi- 
zens, to their city and to their fel- 
low citizens. 

It is estimated that by the fail- 
ure of Atlanta men to qualify as 
electors, the city, county and state 
lose approximately $100,000 in poll 
tax revenue annually. 

That in itself is deplorable; but 
the main injury is to good govern- 
ment. 

The community can get along 
without the money, but good gow 
ernment suffers—is bound to san- 
fer grievously—when only about 
thirteen per cent of the governed 
participate in elections, or demon- 
strate sufficient interest in gov- 
ernmental affairs to cause them 
to qualify for participation in the 
“popular verdicts” to be rendered 
through the ballot box. 

It is impossible to have the best 
possible government when a small 
minority is permitted to rule and 
the vast majority is apathetic and 
silent, which, as the records prove, 
is the situation in Atlanta. 


THE EMPRESS EUGENIE. 

A Woman of Sorrows—a life 
early “acquainted with grief’—pass- 
ed when the Empress Eugenie died 
in Spain, the country of her birth. 

Her heart had turned yearningly 
to it in her last, lonely years— 
perhaps with something of the 
longing expressed in the lines: 


“In all my wanderings round this 
world of care; 
In all my griefs—and God has given 


my share— 
Still did I hope, my long vexations 


past, 
Here to return, and die at home at 
ast.” 


That wish was granted her, after 
a long and lonely life, in which 
she was a sad, yet picturesque fig- 
ure. . 

In her exile in England splendid 
memories clustered about her, who 
was once acclaimed the most beau- 
tiful of European women— the 
proud, ambitious empress of the 
French. 

But she came to say of herself, 
who had so greatly suffered, that 
she was but a shadow of the past 
—“a phantom—a living grief.” 

It has been said that she alone 
was responsible for the Franco- 
Prussian war, whicn became the 
grave of French empire and the 
deathblow to the hopes of the last 
Napoleon who had gained a throne. 
But history has disproved the 
charge that it was “her war,” as it

From the date of her flight to 
England, to escape the wrath of 
the French populace, misfortune 
followed her in the death of the 
ex-Emperor Napoleon and that of 
her son, the Prince Imperial, slain 
in the Zulu war. 

The warm friendship of Queen 
Victoria comforted and sustained 
her in her grief and exile; and she; 
came to be a solace and a strength 
to others. 

Just as the careful mother of 

the first Napoleon lived to be the 
mainstay of the broken fortunes 
of the imperial.family, she came to 
the rescue of relatives, friends and 
followers of her lost empire, and 
her charities ii. other ways were 
manifold. 
- A woman of memories, at inter- 
valg she revisited the scenes of 
her former triumphs— scenes of 
lost glory, but few or none recog- 
nized in the quiet gray-browed fiz 
ure that walked the French streeis, 
the one-time empress of France. 


“In her case, grief did not kili a 
queen, but she did not outlive it. 

Death must have come a2 a 
friend to her—so left alone, with 
memory. 

She had been in the hospitals 
among the wounded of the late 
world-war, which must have 
brought home to her heart sad 
visions of a former strife, with’ 
“thoughts too deep for tears.” 

A pathetic, historica: figure, 
there was much that she might 
have spoken which would have 
thrown light on past great events, 
but for the most part her life was 
one of silence in sorrew. 

But it must have meant much 
to her that ame had lived to see 
Pruseia humbled and garlands of 
victory on the graves where rest 
the heroic sons of a triumphant 
France. 


TO FIGHT ILLITERACY. 

The state illiteracy commission 
has every reason to be proud of its 
accomplishments to date, and the 
legislature should m a measure at- 
test the appreciation of the peo- 
ple of Georgia by granting these 
earnest, devoted community-wel- 
fare workers the financial means 
to enable them to keep up the 
good work that has been so splen- 
didiy begun. 

When the commission was organ- 
ized, in August, 1919, Georgia con- 
tained more than 96,000 adult illit- 
erates—men and women, many of 
them the parents of children, who 
could neither read nor write. 

Since that time, as the records 
of the board show, 2,323 classes 
have been organized in the state, 
in which 31,545 illiterate citizens 
of voting age have been enrolled 
and given instruction in the rudi- 
ments of English and mathematics; 
and more than 15,000 of these 
Georgia men and women have been 
taught to read, write and use fig- 
ures, being thus lifted out of the 
“illiterate” class. 

Considering the fact that this 
has been accomplished in less than 
one year, the showing is remark- 
able; and it proves that the meager 
financial support given the illiter- 
acy commission has been one of 
the best investments the state of 
Georgia ever made. 

The authorities estimate that 
there are something like 81,000! 
adults in Georgia still groping in 
the darkness of illiteracy, some of 
them already receiving instruction, 
others waiting for the light to be 
carried to them. 

All of these, it is believed by 
the commission, can be found and 
taught and removed from the illit- 
eracy class between now and Au- 
gust, 1921—in other words, that 
with one more year’s work adult 
illiteracy can be banished from 
Georgia. 

In order to do this tha commis- 
sion needs at least $15,000 of state 
money, and has asked the legisla- 
ture to approvriate that amount. 

If the legis'!ature compiles with 
this request—and te @vubt that it 
will would be to unjustifiably ques- 
tion the wisdom and iritegrity and 
public-spiritednerss of our law-mak- 
ers!—it will be giving nothing, but 
simply, on behaif of the state, mak- 
ing a small investment inthe rich- 
est possession {: is possible for any 
state to own; which is intelligent, 
happy, enlightened citizenship!

The last shadowy vesfige of 
the Roman Empire vanished as the 
last Caesar escaped across his bor- 
der. The swaggering military mon- 
archy which had shaken Europe for 
a century anda half with the 
clang of its booted heel and the 
clattering of its saber, went down 
in irreparable disgrace as the 
Prussian. King and German Em- 
peror fled like a thief in the night 
from his soldiers and his people 
and lived to cower in ignomious 
safety behind the shelter of a neu- 
tral frontier. And the world still 
shudders, and will shudder long, 
cover the eppalling tragedy which 
extinguished the royal ‘house of 
Muscovy amid the  blood-grimed 
welter of the Rugsian revolution.”

and the outer rim of Europe.

There is still a spirit of unrest, 
because the old world is in a new 
formative stage, but even where 
that is in evideace there is some- 
thing of the feeling that long- 
oppressed countries are well rid of 
kincs. 

That's the bitter pill that down- 
and-out royalties must swallow— 
their day is done, and their former 
peoples are glad of it. 

The friends of the ex-kaiser who 
say they want him back—or any 
of the Hohenzollern household— 
are in the same class with him, as 
far as rule and ruin go, and they 
count for nothing. They are all of 
one stripe, and it’s to the discard 
with all of them. They can’t 
“come back!” 

In one sense, the war is not over 
for any of them that have anything 
like “conscience” left—especially 
in the case of the ex-kaiser himself. 

Every picture of European deso- 
lation should make it strike home 
to him, with the world of graves 
he made, and the wide suffering 
and want of ruinel countries that 
still bear witness against him. 

Even the sound of the hammers, 
in this, the rebuilding time, must 
fall like blows on the man’s heart 
—if time has taught him to think 
at all of others. There is no castle 
that shelters such an exile but 
must be ghost-haunted. 

There are kings and princelings 
among the down-and-outers that 
have expressed a desire to “go to 
work for a living.” 

The world will place that to their 
credit, but it mist be admitted that 
they were a long time getting to 
it! They were never guiity of that 
helpful, working feeling until the 
“clean sweep” came!

The Significance of a Game.

But it does seem to me that 
there are some principles which 
ought to guide us in preparing 
rames and play-gronunds for civili- 
ration. A game ought to call for a 
normal exercise of nerves and 
murcles and brain cells. It should 
chanNenge strength, enduranee and 
should demand a consideration of 
the rights of others, calljng for a 
hith standard of self-control and 
chivalrv. I insist that in any real 
game the result.of the came itself 
must not count. It shovld make 
no real difference who wins. To 
lose a game should mean to tose 
nothing of value in life. There 
sheuld he left onlv a keen uree 
enA a playful daring to nlay bet- 
skill. The rules of the vrame 
ter next time. Alsoa plaver should 
turn from the ame to the «erions 
work of life the better shle fo 
shoulder his burdens. solve Fis

sion of youth. It is rather the rev- 
elation of a prematurely aged body 
and mind mimicking the antics of 
childhood. from such fraudulent 
play a ‘wearied body, exhausted 
nervous system, and. fagged brain 
80 back to the serious tasks of life 
unfit for its work. 

I insist that what is known as 
gambling is not play. In a real 
game there is nothing to be lost 
but the game itself,- which never 
hurts. One does not have to be 
bribed to play. Where a monetary 
consideration is injected into the 
game the whole motive of the ac- 
tion is changed. One is now jeop- 
ardizing, perhaps, the support of 
his family, or plans and hopes for 
the future, or obligations to his 
community or his employer or his 
associ@tes. Instantly the play spir- 
it takes flight and anxieties and 
ambitions become dominant which 
ruin and destroy the whole pur- 
pose of a real game. 


- Constructive Play. 
The best modern thought would 
in a general way divide the day 


into three periods: eight hours for 
work, eight for sieep, and the other 
eight hours for leisure. These leis- 
ure hours are the critical hours in 
the building of civilization. That 
community which does not intelli- 
gently provide ,-wholesome and 
helpful means for the expression 
of the play spirit of its people 
is neglecting its great opportunity 
for the upbuilding of a Virile and 
high-standard citizenship. For as 
men play so will they work. If 
we leave the whole field of play to 
the commercial avarice of those 
who care naught for the character 
of men, they will coin the child- 
hood of our race into impotant 
mannikins, and vitiate the youth- 
ful spirit into degrading dissipa- 
tion. 

It is for this reason that I ap- 
peal to our citizenship to give a 
hearty and liberal support to that 
group of splendid citfzens who are 
striving to prepare a constructive 
program of recreation for our peo- 
ple. Guided by the best experience 
and the most thoughtfw study of 
those who have given their lives: to 
this problem, the organization 
known as the Community Service 
is seeking to enlist the broadest 
and purest sympathies of our peo- 
Ple in a great task. 


Dr. Soule Advises Farmers 
On Use of Weevil Poison 


Editor Constitution: The boll wee- 
vil is in our midst. In many places 
he. is doing serious damage. This 
is affecting our farmers in vari- 


ous ways. Some are pessimistic, 
others indifferent. Some are mak- 
ing a vigorous fight against his 
depredations and others are sort of 
drifting with the tide. 

In meeting the onslaughts of this 
pest, action must be our watch- 
word. In no other case is eternal 
vigilance more likely to be reward- 
ed with success. We need now to 
be actuated by the same spirit with 
which those Georgia boys enlisted 
in the marines and in the regular 
army met and hurled back the vic- 
torious advance of the Germans at 
Chateau Thierry. 

It is a fight to the death with 
a most formidable and persistent 
foe; but the rewards are certain 
and will well repay the effort ex- 
pended. Let us be up and doing. 
therefore, for we have a battle to 
fight and a victory to win. In mak- 
ing this fight, we should use ev- 
ery agency at our command. 

Therefore, let us be diligent in 
picking up and destrovin~ squares. 
Every pair of weevils eliminated 
means the destruction of a host of 
descendants. 


Other Insects. 
In this connection it is well to 


remember that squares may be 
punctured by other insects than the 
boll weevil, such as the cotton 
square borer and other incidenta! 
caterpillars and insects. Even un- 
der normal conditions a consider- 
able percentage of the squares set 
on by the cotton plant shed ~-°?. 
In Georgia this may even reach 
above 25 per cent of all those set 
On by the plant. Hence, all the 
destruction one may witness in u 
field may not be due to weevil 
damage. This is said by way of in- 
formation and encouragement to the 
faint-hearted. 

In“many parts of Georgia tere 
is a good stand of cotton. Most of 


the fields that I have seen are} 


clean and the ovilants now growir 

vigorously. It is true that the crop 

is late, but, under existing condi-} 

tions, there is an opportunity’ to 

concentrate the effort and energy 

of the plantation workers on the 
against the weevil.

The Highway Mix-Up 
And Knight’s Resolution. 


When House Resolution No. 130, 
by Mr. Knight, of Berrien, comes 
before the house Tuesday for spe- 
cial and continuous order, the rep- 
resentatives of the .people will be 
called upoh to act upon an issue 
that vitally concerns the roadbuild- 
ing program in Georgia. 

Mr. Knight, who claims to have 
the following of a majority of the 
counties ‘in the state, and who be- 
lieves he will be able to muster a 
majority of the house members in 
support of his resolution, contends 
for the immediate distribution of 
the state motor vehicle fund of $1,- 
800,000 among the various counties 
on a basis of post road mileage. 

This is the meaning of his pres- 
ent resolution, which will be 
amended, he declares, when the 
origina] measure comes up Tuesday 
for the purpose of agreeing to an 
adverse _committee § rcport. The 
amendment, it is understood, will 
provide for the “speedy” distribu- 
tion of the motor vehicle fund, and 
provide for taking care of bonds 
for road building, should such 
bonds be issued. 

Mr. Knight has madé a long and 


x 
cent infestation, begin > use of 
calcium.arsenate. This stage is de- 
termined by counting the number of 
punc.ured or fallen squares out of 
each hundred as you come to them 
in the field. Dusting before the 
period indicated will rot likely pay. 
After the stage advised has been 
reached, dust every five days, or at 
most. once a week until from five 
to six applications have been made. 
Use about five pounds per acre av 
each anvplication.’ 

The dusting should be done early 
in the morning or late in the eve- 
ning when the dew is on the plants. 
Hand dusters should be uscd on the 
one-horse crop and power machines 
of approved type on larrer area3., 
There may be difficulty in securing 
power machines, but there seems to 
be an abundant supply of hand ma- 
chines. The hand machine is not 
so efficient or so economical in the 
use of material, but it is infinitely 
better than nothing at all. 

It is of the utmost importance 
that every part of:the plant be 
dusted. Competent supervision oi 
careless or indifferent labor is of 
the greatest importance. The land- 
owner should stay in the field to 
see that the dusting :is properly and 
effectively done. Be economical in 
the usé of the poison for the cost 
of the material is a great item of 
expense} 

_Many Mensaures Necessary. 

Poisoning. alone is not likely to 
prove effective. Remember that all 
other control measures should be 
utHizged, As this material is voison- 
ous to: men end to work stock, han- 
dle it carefully and keep it proper- 
ly protécted when In storage. Ani- 
mals should, of course, be kept out 
of cotton fields. 

The use of calcium arsenate un- 
der’ expert management has proven 


| practicable and: profitable in con- 


trolling the boll weevil. Many peo- 
ple will no doudt fail to secure satis- 
factory results and will be disposed 
to place the blame elsewhere than 
on themselves. A review, ho..ever, 
of the situation will in nearlv every 
instance -sfiow that the trouble has 
been due to a failure to carry out 
instructions carefully and accur- 
ately. 

In this connection, .a word of 
werning is proper: Remember that 
only the highest grade of calcium 
arsenate should be used. It should 
not contain less than 42 per cent 
of arsenic pentoxid and not more 
than .75 ner cent of water soluble 
arsenic. The density should be from 
80 to 100 cubie inches per pound. If 
the material contains less than 40 
per cent of arsenic pentoxid, it is 
doubtful if it will be’ sufficiently 
toxic to effectively contro] the wee- 
vil. If it contains more water so- 
luble arsenic than is indicated, the 
foliage will) he burned and the cot- 
ton plant iniured. Remember that 
as the quantity of water solublé ar- 
senic pentoxid increases, the greater 
the damage from its use will be. 
This point cannot be emphasized too 
strongly. Avoid danger and dam- 
age to your crop bv saferuarding 
this point. It°must be in the form 
of a very finely divided. dry powder 
to he applied successfully. 

There is much low-grade calcium 
arsenate on the market. Its use Is 
to be avolded aa it will prove waste- 
ful. unnrofitable and even inturious 
to the cotton crop. According to re- 
norts furnished the institution bv 
the government laboratory at Tal- 
lunlah. La.. 234 samples of calcium 
arsenate from Georgia have been 
tested therein. Of this number 124 
were found to he good and 110 un- 
satisfactory. This shows that there 
is a tremendous amount of unrelia- 
hle calcium arsenate or the market. 
No doubt many of our farmers have 
bought a rood deal of this materia! 
already. They shorld have it tested 
hefore using it. This is a matter 
of the utmost importance. 

We consider it the duty as well 
as the nrivileve of thi« Institution to 
call this matter to the attention of 
our eotton rrowers. If the larve 
euantity of low-vrrade material on 
the market is used as extensively ae 
now seeme wrobable unsatisfectory 
results wlll follow and loss ard dam- 
ave will he the outcome irctead of 
nrofit and success. Reliah'’® com- 
naniex randiing and @istributing thi- 
material will, I feel sure, be glad 
to muarantee the qualitv of their 
“roduct. Farmers should not buy 
from firms that will not do this. as 
ther eis too much at stake.

Mexico Won't A dopt 
Baseball as Pastime 
Declares Native 


El Paso, Texas, July 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)——-Jose Campos, one of the lead- 
ing newspaper men of Mexico, who 
frequently comes to this country on 
important errands for his cotntry, 
recently stated that Mexico would 
never adopt baseball because the 
American game fairly reeks with 
deception and lacks the fundamental 
features of entertainment that are 
provided in liberal measure by the 
bull fight, which ig one of the na- 


tional pastimes of the revolution- 
torn country. 

The great Mexican writer once 
attended a ball game in New York 
city. He wrote a special story of 
the game for his paper, and the 
yarn was probably more widely read 
in Mexico than was the news of any 
of the hundreds of revolutions which 
have occurred there in the past de- 
cade. 

Campos admitted in his story that 
he was not sufficiently well versed 
in baseball to give his readers a 
thorough insight into the pastime, 
but he gave them an interesting ac- 
count of what he saw and heard. 
It was at this game that Campos 
noticed the deception in baseball, 
and it made such a pronounced hit 
with him that he cannot to this day 
understand it. 

For instance, Campos fails to 
comprehend why baseball players 
wear spikes on the Soles of their 
shoes. He cannot believe they are 
Dlaced there to make the footing 
certain, and persists in the belief 
that in case a rumpus comes along 
during the course ,of a game, the 
player can use the spikes in self- 
defense, inflicting ugly ounds on 
the legs and feet of an advérsary. 

Another feature that awes him 
is the manner in which the specta- 
tors call for the life of the umpire. 
The cries of “Rob him!” “Kill him!” 
étc., that comes from the patrons 
of the sunbaked seats, seems to con- 
vey to the writer’s mind the idea 
that trouble is’ promised after the 
fray. He wants to know the use 
of yelling such things when the 
fans do not mean to carry them out. 
He charges it is rank deception to 
tell a man you are going to Kill 
him, then not do it. 

Campos recently wrote to a friend 
in Washington asking for a rule 
book on baseball. In his letter he 
said he was going to try to learn 
more of the game by watching a 
number of Americans in Mexico City 
play it, but he added that he feared 
it would never become a success in 
his country because there was not 
enough daring to it. And Campos 
represents the better class of Mexi- 
can citizenship. He loves the bull 
fight, but would oppose it on hu- 
manitarian lines.

When, since the period of the war, the Red Cross, through’ its 
chapter has definitely decided to make public health nursing one of 
its features, the need fot more nursés again becomes apparent. They 
are needed not only in the large and. small hospitals and sanitariums, 
and for private nursing, but they are needed in this comparatively new 
field of public health nursing, where, like good angels, they can go 
about among the sick and afflicted and help to make them well. 

With this call for nurses there comes the continuous cry for work, 
for occupation, for a vocationy from a great army of women—the 
majority of them young, promising—just entering upon womanhood. _ 

There are few occupations or vocations which have in them so 

markedly the element of service that trained nursing has, and one can- 
not but urge that the parents, or guardian, or director of youth would 
bring the young people under their guidance to see two things; the 
one that all work requires preparation if the worker would be efficient, 
and the other is that nothing so dignifies work as the element of serv- 
ice in it. | 
; Serious charges are being made against the young women of today 
in their lack of serious thought, in their lack of efficiency when they do 
enter the fields of labor open to them and finally their indifference to 
study, and the necessary preparation for a life career. 
- The advantages of trained nursing as a profession is that it makes 
a definite offer to young» women students, for example, the Macon 
hospital training school offers a three-year .course to persons between 
the ages of 19 to 30 who have had two years’ high school training 
or its equivalent. Uniforms and board and laundry are furnished free. 
Tn addition, there is a salary allowance of $10 a month during the first 
year and $15 during the next two years.

* the community, all of whom have been studying good citizenship in its 
various angles. 

Unless the average woman is reached, and votes, the Woman vote 
will not be tested: therefore, let every.woman who is loving of her 
community make it her business to aid in recruiting the women voters. 

Let the women who have motors offer to take their’ indifferent 
neighbors to register and to vote. Let them talk to them about the 
advantages of the vote for the schools and the -hospitals and the parks 
and playgrounds and pleasure centers. 

There is no more patriotic way in which the women of the com- 
munity can serve the city’s interests at the present moment than to 
encourage every woman in the community to register and to vote, and 
to do so at once, for the time is limited now until the time of regis- 
tration closes.

The Knight resolution, which has 
been a bone of contention for some 
time in the ‘house, especially since 
a fight was made upon it in the ap- 
propriations committeee, is claimed 
by its author, Representative John 
Knight, of Berrien, to be a move 
in favor of a state highway bond 
issue.

I 
could even boast of being on friendly 
terms with the chief of police, and 
there was a sort of tacit understand- 
ing between us. 

As for those minor minions‘*of the 
law, such as  plain-clothes “pussy- 
foots” and the police, I was Bud Wal- 
lace to them all and a hail-fellow- 
well-met. I had one particular friend 
in the detective service who now and 
then, when the occasion arrived, did 
not hesitate to stoop from the recti- 
tude of his noble office as an appre- 
hender of criminals at large and elim- 
inator of vice, to put me next to 
visiting “greenies” who hit town with 
recurrent frequency. 


These “greenies” were generally 
cowmen and miners hailing from the 
adjacent purlicus of New Mexico, 
i 9a and West Texas.

In one or two of the lower class of 
dives I’ had been pointed out as a 
shark—this all because I had refused 
to divide profits with the proprietors 
of such establishments.

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Bick Platt, Reporter, Breaks a 
Lance with Death and Fixes Up 
a Piece for the Paper 


ONG ago—as Chicago history runs—a 
number of persons judged that the time 


was opportune to bring about a violent 


change in the political and economic institu- 
tions of the United States. Any one who 
cares to look back in the newspaper files wil! 
find that it was a period of unrest, with 
strikes and turmoil and much talk ofevolu- 
tion. One lowering afternoon a company of 
policemen went to disperse an unauthorized 
meeting. Somebody threw a bomb among 
them, killing several. Of those who were 
tried and convicted as accessories to that 
crime some were hanged and some sent to 
prison. 


The passion which those things provoked 
remained for months after the legal sentence 
was carried out. The town, excepting an in- 
considerable minority, didn’t propose that its 
political and economic instifutions should be 
destroyed by any inconsiderable minority— 
grimly proposed, on the contrary, that who- 
ever attempted it should feel a heavy hand. 
It was an ill time for revolutionists. 


One man upon whom suspicion and odium 
fell heavily was Dr. Friedrich Metzlein. He 
Was not charged with any criminal com- 
plicity in the bomb throwing, for there was 
mo evidence of that. But he was known to 
hold anarchistic doctrines. He was on friend- 
ly terms with some of the men who were im- 
plicated. He supplied money and his own 
services for the defense of all of them. He 
was said to be an able physician and he had 
enjoyed a lucrative practice on the south 
side. The affair ruined him financially and 
professionally and he disappeared. It was 
given out that he had left the city. 

About half past 4 One mild November after- 
noon two reporters left the old Chicago ave- 
nué police station, walking side by side at a 
leisurely pace, engaged in conversation. 
They had gone some distance when a man 
with a large, well filled market basket on his 
arm strode rapidly past them and—a few 
gteps farther on—turned to the left into an 
ntersecting street. Whereupon one of the 
freporters touched the other’s arm and said, 
“That’s Metzlein. He's shaved off his heard, 
but it’s Metzlein. I’m sure of it.” 

So the reporters themselves turned up that 
intersecting street, keeping the figure ahead, 
with a market basket on its arm, under their 
eyes. The figure went briskly up the six 
steps that led to a dingy door, let itself in 
with a latch key, and disappeared. - 

Naturally, Metzlein, up in that shabby 
north side district, with a well filled market 
basket on his arm and letting himself in with 
a latch key, was something to think about. 
One of the reporters was: named Nicholas 
Crissman, and he had plenty to think about, 
anyway. 

For some five years he had been on the’ 
staff of the Evening Bulletin. He wanted to 
write and we—in the local room of the Bul- 
letin—thought he couldn't; at least not as 
things should be written for a live Chicago 
newspaper. We knew that he occasionally 
contributed poems, for which he wags paid 
nothing, to the monthly Beaux Arts, but that 
did not impress us much. Cleghorn, our 
managing editor, said the stuff was piffie. 
At a desk job—which meant editing what 
somebody else had written—he got on very 
well because he was dependable, accurate, 
and had an excellent memory. He was made 
assistant telegraph editor, and he might have 
held just about that job for the term of his 
natural life, but there was an unfortunate 
blunder and row.

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Why the: U-Boats Left 
The Transports Alone 


The sinking of the great transport, 
with 4,000 or 5,000 American boys on 
board, would have been a dreadful 
calamity and would have struck hor- 


ror to the American people; it was 


something which the navy was de- 
termined to prevent, and which we 
did prevent. Considered as a strict 
military question, however—and that 
was the only consideration which in- 
fluenced the Germans—it is hard to 
see how the loss of one transport, 
or even the loss of several, would 
have materially affectca the course 
of the war. In judging the purely 
military results of such w tragedy, 
we must remember that the allied 
armies were losing from 3,000 to 
5,000 men a day; thus the sinking of 
an American transport once a week, 
would not have particularly affected 
the course of the war. 

The destruction of merchant ship- 
ping in large quantities, however, 
represented the one way in which 
the Germans could win. There were 
at least a hundred merchant ships 
to every one of our troop ships; if a 
considerable number of the former 
could be suna, Germany would have 
scored a decisive advantage. From 
the declaration of submarine warfare, 
the objective of the German admiral. 
ty had been for “tonnage! tonn- 
age!”; by March, 1918, as already 
said, the chances of destroying suffi- 
cient tonnage to win had become ex- 
tremely slight; yet it still repre- 
sented the one logical mission of the 
submarine. 

The two alternatives, however, 
that of attacking mercantile convoys 


_marines 


that the Germans had changed their 
program, had taken their group of 
operating submarines from the north- 
ern trade routes and had stationed 
them to the south, in the t-ack of the 
troop transports. What would the 
results have been? “Lane,” though 
a convenient word for descriptive 
purposes, is hardly an accurate one; 
for this ocean passageway was real- 
ly about 200 miles wide. Imagine 
eight or ten submarines, stretched 
across that expanse and hunting for 
troop ships. At this rate the Ger- 
mans would have had about one sub- 
marine for every twenty miles. In- 
stead of finding themselves sailing 
amid a swarm of surface ships, as 
they were when they were stationed 
in the busy trade routes of the Irish 
sea or the.English channel, the sub- 
would have found them- 
selves drifting on a great waste of 
waters. Our troop convoys aver- 
aged not more than three a week 
even in the lestiin period; in al 
probability the submarines would 
therefore have hung around for a 
month without even catching a 
glimpse of one, 

The speediest vessels only ‘were 
used for transporting troops. At the 
beginning ships which made less 
than twelve knots an hour were not 
deemed -safe for such precious car- 
goes; when the need for troops be- 
came more and more .pressing and 
when our transport service had dem- 
onstrated great skill in the work, a 
few slower vessels were used; but 
the great majority of our troop 
transports were those Which made 


possesses against submarine -attack 
is unquestionably high speed. Like 
all convoys, the troop ships began 
zigzagging as soon as they entered 
the danger zone; and this in itself 
made it alm st impossible fo, a sub- 
marine to get its bearings and take 
good aim. _I believe that these cir- 
cumstances in themselves—the com- 
parative scarcity of troop transports, 
the width of the “lane” in which 
they traveled, the high speed which 
they maintained and their constant 
zigzagging would have defeated the 
great majority of attempts the Ger- 
mans could have made to torpedo 
them. 
THE GREATEST 
PROTECTION. 

Though I think that most of them 
would have reached their destina- 
tions unharmed without any other 


protection, still the risk, small as it 
was, could not be taken; and we 
therefore gave them one vuther pro- 
tection greater than any of those 
which I have yet mentioned—the 
destroyer escort. A convoy of. four 
or five large troop ships would be 
sourrounded by as many as ten or a 
dozen destroyers. Very pfoperly, 
since they were carrying human 
cargoes, we gave them’ an escort at 
least three times as large as that 
given to large mercantile convoys of 
twenty or more vessels; and this fact 
made them very uninviting baits for 
the most venturesome u-boat com- 
manders. 

When the engineers built the 
Brooklyn ‘bridge they introduced an 
element which they call the factor of 
safety. It was their usual procedure 
to estimate the greatest weight 
which their‘structure might be called 
upon to bear under any conceivable 
circumstances and then they made it 
strong enough to stand a number of 
times that weight.

flar policy of transporting these mil- 


lions. of American boys to Europe. 
We also had a large marg’n of safe- 


ty. We not not depend upon one 
precaution to assure the lives of our 
soldiers; we heaped one precau- 
tionary measure on another. From 
the embarking of the troops at New 


York or at Hampton Roads to the 


disembarkation at Brest, St. Nazaire, 
LaPallice, Bordeaux, or at one of 
their other destinations, not the 
minutest safeguard was omitted. We 
necessarily thus somewhat diminish- 
ed the protection of some of the 
mercantile convoys—and properly 
so. This was done whenever the ar- 
rival of a troop convoy conflicted 
with the arrival of a merchant 


~ convoy. 


All across the ocean they were 
also attended by a cruiser or a bat- 
tleship whose business it was to pro- 
tect them against a German raider 
which might possibly have made its 
escape into the ecean; the work per- 
formed by these ocean escorts, prac- 
tically all of which were Awerican, 
was for the most unobstrusive and 
unspectacular, but it constitutes a 
particularly fine example of effi- 
ciency and seamanlike devotion. At 
Berehaven, Ireland, as described 
above, we had stationed three pow- 
erful American dreadnaughts, mo- 
mentarily prepared to rush to the 


scene in case one of the great Ger- 


man battle cruisers succeeded in 
breaking into the open sea. Even 
the most trivial precautions were 
taken by the transports. 

The soldiers and crews were not 
permitted to throw anything *over- 
board which might betray the course 
of a convoy; the cook’s refuse was 
dropped at a particular time and in 
a way that would furnish no clew to 
a lurking submarine; even a tin can, 
if thrown into the sea, ‘was first 
pierced with holes to make sure that 
it would sink. Any one who struck 
a match at night in the danger zone 
committed a punishable offense. It 
is thus apparent why the Germans 
never “landed” a single one of our 
transports. The records show only 
three or four cases in which even 
those few efforts were feeble and in- 
effectual. Of course, the boys all 
had exciting experiences with phan- 


not entertained his friends ard rela- 
tives with accounts of torpedo 
streaks and schools of U-boats. 


SUBMARINES LEFT 
TRANSPORTS ALONe. 

But the Germans made no con- 
certed campaign against our trans- 
ports; fundamental conditions, al- 
ready described, rendered such an 
offensive hopeless: and the skill with 
which the transport servic. was or- 
ganized and conducted likewlse dis- 
suaded them. I have always believed 
that the German admiralty ordered 
their U-boat captains to let the Amer- 
ican transports alone; or at least 
not to attack except under very 
favorable circumstances, and this be- 
lief is rather confirmed by a passage 
in General Ludendorff’s memoirs. 
“From our previous experience with 
the submarine wzr,” General Luden- 
dorff writes, “I expected strong 
forces of Americans to come, but the 
rapidity with which they actually 
did arrive proved surprising. General 
von Cramon, the German military 
plenipotentiary with the imperial and 
royal headquarters, often called me 
up and asked me*to assist in the 
sinking of American troop. ships; 
public opinion in Austria-Hungary 
demanded it. Admiral von Holtzen- 
dorff could only reply that every- 
thing was being done to reduce 
enemy tonnage -na to ‘ink troop 
ships. It was not possible .to direct 
the submarine against the troop 
ships exclusively. They could ap- 
proach the coast of Europe anywhere 
between the north of England and 
Gibraltar, a front of some fourteen 
hundred nautical miles. It was im- 
possible effectively to close this area 
by means of submarines. One could 
have concentrated them oniy on cer- 
tain routes; but whether the troop 
ships would choose the same time 
was the question.

submarine war with commerce was 
therefore continued with all vigor 
possible.” 

Apparently it became the policy of 
the Germian admiralty, as I have said, 
to concéntrate their U-boats’ on mer- 
chant shipping and leave the Amer- 
ican troops ships practically alone— 
Un- 
fortunately, however, at no time did 
we have enough destroyers to- pro- 
vide escorts for all of these trans- 
ports as fast as they were unloaded 
and ready to return to America, but 
as time in the “turn around” was 
the all-important consideration in 
getting the troops over, they were 
sent back through the submarine zone 
under escort of armed yachts, and 
occasionally not escorted at all. Un- 
der. these conditions the transports 
could be attacked with much less 
risk, as was shown by the fact that 
five were torpedoed, though of these 
happily only three were sunk. 
GERMAN CHIEFS 
DISAPPOINTED. 

The position of the German naval 
chiefs, as is shown by the quotation 
from General Ludendorff’s book, was 
an extremely unhappy one. They had 
blatantly promised~the German peo- 
ple that their submarines would pre- 


vent the transportation of American, 


troops to Europe... At first they had 
ridiculed the idea that undisciplined, 
unmilitary America could ever organ- 
ize an army; after we adopted con- 
scription and began to train our 
young men by the millions,.they just 
as vehemently proclaimed that this 
army could never be landed in Eu- 
rope. 

In this opinion the German mili- 
tary chieftains were not alone. No 
such army movement had ever be- 
fore been attempted. The discour- 
aging forecast made by a brilliant 
British naval authority in July, 1917, 
reflected the ideas of too many mili- 
tary people on both sides of the 
ocean. “I am distressed,” he said, 
“at the fact that it appears to me 
to be impossible to provide enough 
shipping to bring the American army 
over in. hundreds of thousands to 
France, and, after they are brought 
over, to supply the enormous amount 
of shipping which will be required to 
keep them full up with munitions, 
food and equipment.” 


therefore their anger was unbounded 
when American troops began to ar- 
rive. The German newspapers began 
to ask the most embarrassing ques- 
tions. What had become of their 
submarines? Had the German peo 
ple. not been promised that their 
U-boats would ‘sink any America» 
troop ships that attempted to crose 
the ocean? As the shipments in- 
creased, and as the effect of these vig- 
orous fresh young troops began to 
be manifest upon the western front, 
the outcries in Germany waxed even 
more fierce and abusive. Von Ca- 
pelle and other German naval chiefs 
made rambling ‘speeches in\the reich- 
stag, once more promising their peo- 
ple that the submarines would cer- 
tainly win the war—speeches that 
were followed by ever increasing ar- 
rivals of American soldiers in France. 

The success of our transports led 
directly to the fall of von Capelle at 
minister of marine; his successor, 
Admiral yon Mann, who was evident- 
ly driven to desperation by the popu- 
lar outburst, decided to make one 
frantic attempt to attack our men, 
The new minister, of course, knew 
that he could accomplish no definite 
results; but the sinking of even one 
transport ~- with several thousand 
troops on. board would have had a 
tremendous effect upon German mor- 
ale. When the great British liner 
Justicia was torpedoed the German 
admiralty officially announced that 
it was the Leviathan, filled with Am- 
erican soldiers: and the jubilation 
which followed in the German press, 
and the subsequent dejection when it 
was learned that this was a practi- 
cally empty transport, sailing west- 
ward, showed that an actual achieve- 
ment of this kind would raise their 
drooping spirits. 

Admiral: von Mann, therefore, took 
several submarines away from the 
trade routes and sent them into the 
transport zone. But they did not suc- 
ceed even in attacking a single east- 
bound troop ship. The only result 
accomplished was the one which, 
from what I have already said, would 
have been expected; the removal of 
the submarines from the commercial 
waters caused a great fall in the sink- 
ing of merchant ships. In August, 
1918, these sinkings amotinted to 280,- 
000 tons; in September and October,

The thrift department of the U. &. 
treasury, which hag its corresponding 
department in the General Federation 
of Women's clubs, has been re-inforc- 
ed by the expressed attitude of thrift 
at the recent biennial of FPederated 
club women in Deg Moines, Iowa, and 
by the additional interest being taken 
in the movement to reduce the high 
cost of living. 

Mrs. J. B&B. Hays, 
Georgia Federation of Women’s clubs, 
who was one of four women who 
bpoke at the thrift session af the bi- 
ennial, presented the attitude of the 
women of the sixth federal reserve 
district. 

She showed how the three govern- 
mental departments of the U. S.—the 
treasury ‘department, the department 
of justice and the department of agri- 
culture were working co-operately to 
establish a thrift spirit among the 
people of the pation, and to feduce 
the high cost of living. 

Mrs. Hays stated that in a recent ar- 


ticle Irvin Cobb in speaking of 
“Whither Are We Thrifting,” tells of 


the debauch of extravagance into 
which the American public has fallen 
and rather blames the H. C. L. upon 
the desire of the American public to 
. spend even if the money has to be in- 
vested in tickets to no-matter-where 
or in tombstones to relatives who 
have been dead for years, but to the 
women who have been trying to 
stretch the dollar ta cover pre-war 
purchases his story does not apply. 
George Washington wag said to have 
thrown a silver dollar across the Po- 
tomac but it is an impossibili now 
—the difference is that a dollar will 
not go as far now as it did then. 


Government Effort, 


“The government is striving to re- 
duce the cost of living through three 
channels first. The agricultural de- 
partment—by greater production, for 
the cost of living is not a money 
problem, but a production problem, 
and permanent reduction cannot be 
brought into the cost of living wntif 
production catches yp with econsump- 
tion. The greatest problem confront- 
ing the agricultural department in the 
south .is .the..babk-ta-the-farm move- 
ment, for many are practically degert- 
ed by the lure of the higher wages in 
the cities,” stated Mrs. Hays. 

“Facing the losses from the boll 
weevil to the cotton crop and the la- 
bor situation and as a matter of really 
living at all, attention is turned to the 
diversification of crops.

Forthcoming Convention 


Mrs. Archibald Brantley, vice-presi- 
dent at large of the Georgia Federa- 
tion, has been appointed by Mra. J. W. 
Hawkins, of Savannah; second vice- 
president and chairman of the pro- 
gram committee,.a member of the 
program committee being made for 
the forthcoming state annual conven- 
tion to be held in Atlanta. 

“This convention will be a markeg- 
ly important one, at which the Geor- 
gia federation will celebrate the twen- 
ty-fifth anniversary of its founding,” 
said Mrs. Brantley. 

“In those twenty-five years the club 
movement has grown, and extended 
itself in many @irections and upon it 
the women of the state at large throw 
a great responsibility.” 

When asked about the keynote of 
the program, Mrs. Brantley stated 
that she had had no conference as 
yet with Mrs. Howkins, chairman of 
the committee, but that the convention 
program aimed always to exploit the 
work being done, and to suggest new 
work to be done. 

“In the state federations there are 
always the departments of work or 
committees which eorrespond to the 
same departments in the general fed- 
eration. Each state has besides its 
general federated interest, the inter- 
ests peculiar to that state, and that 
there is always the effort to reflect as 
near as possible the dominant interest 
of the women at large. ; 

“an incident of pleasurable com- 
ment is the-promised visit of the new- 
ly elected president, Mrs. Thomas G. 
Winter, of Minneapolis, who is an emi- 
nent speaker and writer. Her mes- 
sage will concern the common interest 
of the women of the nation, and her 
coming will draw to the convention a 
large assemblage of women from out- 
side the state.” 

Georgia’s Work. , 

When asked what she believed was 
the greatest work before the women 
of Georgia, Mrs. Brantley said she be- 
lieved the women of Georgia hadno 
greater work before them than that 
of public health betterment; the 
drawing together of forces working in 


that direction into a regylar program 
of work. 

“We have a well defined state de- 
partment of public health, asking for 
the co-operation ef federated club 
women; we have a public health 
chairman who works faithfully, and in 
the twelve districts of the federated 
activities there are as many chairmen 
of public health’ committees. , 

“These committees, I think, could 
aid in co-relating the work being done 
in thoze communities where there is 
any public health work being done- 
The club women might act as a sort 
of clearing house through whieh the 
elty or local health offices, the district 
nursing agencies, and the welfare 
agencies might be brought closer to- 
gether. 


: Health Activities. 


“I hear a great deal that is being 


done in individual ways and by 
groups, but as yet there does not seem 
to be that specific program through 
which all might work together. — 

“Tt could not say what has been ac- 
complished by the Georgia club wom- 
en since the convention, but I do 
know that there is probably net a 
county In the state that does not need 
a specified public health program in 
which federated club women could not 
assist. 

“Especially do I feel the club wom- 
en should do their utmost for the baby 
welfare campaign. . Too any chil- 
dren die in our state, so climatically 
blessed, and now science has done se 
much in the matter of feod products, 
and milk products, where the advan- 
tage or luxury of cow’s milk can not 
be afforded, — 

“In this connection I must say that 
I hope the.dlubh women of Georgia will 
continue to interest themselves in the 
agricultural pursuits of women, espec- 
ially along the line of dairy products 
and fruit raising and fruit ppeserving 
and canning. 

“Our president is giving us a good 
example in this direction in the in- 
terest she is taking in her husband’s 
peach farm near Montezuma.”

Brittain Asks 


Higher Salaries 
For Te achers 


Attention of the federated club 
Ww m of Georgia is called to the re- 
ae ef State School Commissioner 
Brittain to the governor and general 
assembly of Georgia on the subject of 
better pay to schoo) teachers. 

“Our schools fage a crisis, and I am. 
writing as much in the interest of our. 
children as of the teachers,” he writes. 

“We ean not afford to have inferior 
instruetors responsible for the train- 
ing of aur future citizens, and it is 
impossible to secure the bést grale 
of men and women without payment 
for their services. The difference be- 
tween the salaries paid the ordinary 
tradesman and the educationa] in- 
structor is being felt everywhere. 

Teacher Versus Plumber. 

“A well educated teacher with many 
yeara of training and successful ex- 
perience recently employed a plumb- 
er. When the plumber presented his 
bill for the month’s job, it took all the 
teacher's monthly salary, plus $2.00 a, 
day in addition, to pay for it. One of 
our excellent school superintendents, 


‘Who is also a good carpenter, tells me 


that he made more money. building 
houses during the e«ummer vacation 
than he received for the labor of the 
schoo]. term, 

“The children are the sufferers 
when guch a condition prevails. You 
and I—all of us—are concerned in this 
matter, for the schools form the bu)- 
wark of society against disorder and 
loose thinking. When educated Ja-. 
pan defeated illiterate Russia, reform- 
ers begged the rulers to educate the 
people. The reply was ‘education wil) 
make foole of them; let them raise 
wheat,’ They raised wHheat—and some- 
thing else beside—a short time after- 
wards when the illiterate Russtan mob 
atormed the Kremlin and drove thos¢ 
same rulers into exile or death. In 
Arkansas a few months ago their 


‘leaders told the illiterate negroes ol 


several counties that the white peo- 
ple were getting 50 cents a pound for 
the cotton for which they were paying 
the negroes 30 cents. About these and 
many ether lies ‘the grape vine’ mes- 
sages were busy for. months until 
finally a riot occurred which eest 
much bloodshed and several lives. I- 
norance cures nothing and the simple 
training af our elementary schools in 
obedience, morals and manners, to say 
nothing of anything else, is insurance 
for us all—even though this facet 
seems to be unknown to the fiannel- 
mouthed hell-raiser who would like te 
take away even the small educational 
facilities with which we are trying to 
provide the negro.‘ 
Teachers Form Frent Lthe. 
“Our teachers form the front line in 


our country’s march to civilization 
and should always be of our best, but 


they cannot be had upon a wage basis: 


so low that it would be scorned by, 
unskiNed labor of like kind. We must 
quit laying a small offering on the al+ 
tar of education and use the nation’s 
surplus wealth to abolish ignorance,”

Kipling, whose books are always read- 
able and appreciable whether poetry 
or fiction, east or west, or north or 
south, or good or bad.

Kipling is at the head of the list of 
those we like to read after, again we 
disagree with his Adeas and decisions 
to such an extent that you have to 
look all the way down the list to find 
the name of Kipling. 

Sooner or later, however, all great 
writers decide to give the public their 
impressions of wiut they have seer 
heard and felt as they wandered over 
the old world, and Kipling’s covers a 
period of nearly thirty years in which 
oe has steerad clear of the tourists’ 
highways so that he might be in closer 
touch with the real people. 


His personal sketches or criticisms 


of the United States should not be 
overlooked. He was fully prepared to 
write before he saw the Goddess of 
Liberty with her welcoming smile for 
he says in the beginning, “After the 


gloom of gray Atlanitc weather, our . 


ship came to America in a flood of 
winter sunshine” which evidently 
blinded his ever penetrating vision 
for the moment, but sunshine ‘comes 
and goes, and it is then tuac wiv. ... - 
ling’ gets in his truiv or’ 
of New York streets, “which, 
are first cousins to a «..... 9 
shore. 

...'he finally breaks away from the 
great New York to cross the continent 
to the great west, which, too, proved 
very oppressive to him with its mo- 
notony of earth and sky—‘“A vastness 
that dwarfs human endeavors 
arouses the half-formed terror that in- 
landers feel of the sea.” ‘His descrip- 
tion of the prairies should not be over- 
looked—it is worth reading.
